SEED GRAIN. 


It is with special pleasure that the 


Butietiy gives place to Mr. Ritchie’s 
valuable and interesting letter on the 
question of sced wheat in this issue. 
The views of practical men on practical 
subjects are what is wanted to help to 
a better understanding of the needs of 
the country and what can be done to 
meet those neelis, Although Mr. 
Ritchie apparently does not agree with 
the Buirerin that noribern grown 
grain is of better general quality— 
a position which the BubLeriy still 
maintains is a universal law—the Bur 
LeTIN agrees most fully with Mr. 
Ritchie that the district needs improv- 
el seed, in barley, oats and particularly 
wheat, and that the individual, society 
or government bringing in such seed is 
doing a good thing for the country— 
one of the best things that can be done. 
Although grain grown here does not 
necessarily deteriorate in quality by 
reason of its being so grown, but rather 
improves, it will be admitted in the 
first place that we did not have the 
right kinds of grain to start with and 
in the next piace we have not paid 
necdful attention to retaining the 
purity and inducing the improvement 
of what we have. It must be admit- 
ted not only that there is comparative- 
ly little of the kind of seed that would 
be most desirable in the district, but 
that the lack of that kind and quality 
cf seed has been a very great cause of 
loss to the district, which loss can best 
be repaired by the introduction of clean 
seed of the best varieties. On the 
other hand the Buxveris maintains 
that where seed of the proper varieties 
has been intrcdaced and been grown 
carefully and kept pure the product of 
that seed is not inferior, but superior 
to the original importation not only in 
actual quality, but also in the advant- 
age of being acclimated. This is the 
point upon which ‘“Corncracker ” to 
whom Mr. Ritchie alludes, and the 
Puntetin held such widely divergent 
views. He would not allow the gov- 
ernment to purchase any sced in the 
district on the ground that it was all 
necessarily bad. The DBunverim held 
that it was the first duty of the govern- 
ment to purchase good seed, but if as 
good seed could be procured within the 
district. as would be procured outside, 
ib was the duty of the government to 
purebase that seed here, and thereby 
encourage the preduction of good grain. 
For the only olject in producing good 
grain is to get a good price. And if 
the government passes by the local 
farmer with good grain to purchase 
from the distant farmer who has no

paiticularly encouraging to the farmer 
who has taken the pains and trouble to 
raise good grain in this district. The 
better the sale for good grain the more

A CORRESPONDENT of the Regina 
Leader calls attention to the defiant 
feeling engendered amongst the In- 
dians by the failure to capture the 
murderer of Sgt. Colebrook. He in- 
timates that further troubles are likely 
to occur.

If 
the future is to be judged by the past 
the offer of a reward would produce the 
desired result, as witness the case of 
the murderer Mickleson at Edmonton.

In the meantime a 
murderer is at large and murderers, in 
fact and to be, are encouraged. It is 


but fair to say in this case, however, if 
the Prince Aibert papers are to be 
believed, that the authorities are aware 
of the whereabouts of the murderer, 
and that it is nota lack of ability, ‘but 
a lack of will which prevents the arrest. 
This is the peculiar and unaecounta ble 
feature of the crse which the auchori- 
ties should be ealled upon to explain.

SEED WHEAT. 


Mr. Editor: There appears to be a 
difference of opinion between the Bet- 
LeTin and Corncracker and others in 
regard to seed grain. ‘Now sir, I have 
always considered the editorials of the 
BuiieTin to be marked for rational 
levellieadness and common sepse upon 
most subjects. But your contention 
that the grain which has been grown 
for a long time in this country must 
necessarily be of superior quality on 
account of a “universal” Jaw that 
grain improves in northern latitudes, 
may lead to serious results, especially 
when applied to wheat. That there 
may be sufficient oats and other 
coarse grains of local production suit- 
able for seed, is possible; upon 
that subject I donot pretend to be ia- 
formed. Tut I contend that there is 
not a bushel of wheat in this district, 
suitable tor seed, except a small amount 
of red fife, the product of seed that was 
imported last spring, but there is not 
much of this left; it having brought top 
price at the mills, was soon bought up. 
Some three years ago the Edmonton 
agricultural society imported a car of 
wheat for seed from which there was 
considerable good wheat grown, but it 
was not pure red 1ife, and is now so 
run out and mixed with foui seed as to 
make it unfit for replanting. I con- 
tend sir, that this unwise practice of 
sowing, year after year, the same 
smutty, frosted and run out wheat, and 
which was not of the proper variety in 
the first place, being a soft wheat, has 
cost the country thousands, yes tens of 
thousands of dojlars, and the farmer 
who sows this foul stuff will find that 
when he comes to market his grain 
next fall,he will have to take from 5c to 
15c per bushel less than his neighbor 
who has planted the proper seed; and 
the result will be, he will be dissatisfi- 
ed. This foolish practice has been in- 
dulged in to such an extent that a 
great many farmers think they cannot 
grow good wheat. And they never will 
make wheat raising a success by work- 
ing in the old way. The fariner who 
is alive to his own interests must use 
intelligence on the farm and keep pace 
with the times. © It is said that there is 
some of this poor wheat held in Ed- 
monton to be sold for seed. If so, it 
will be a great mistake on the part of 
intending producers to buy this wheat 
for seed at any price. Even if it were 
oftered as a gift it will prove dear in 
the longrun. Better pay a few more 
cents for clear No. 1 hard red fife, 
which will command the top price when 
you come to market it. 1 would sug- 
yest to the several agricultural societies 
in the district that the present occasion 
is one in which they might get in some 
good work advising and helping the 
farmers to:procure a suitable seecé wheat, 
Same as is grown in Manitoba. But 
some will ‘say, this is not a wheat 
country, It will never be a wheat 
country if wheat is not sown. I am 
not aware of wheat growing spontan- 
iously in any country, nor do I know of 
any country that will produce geod 
wheat unless good wheat is planted. 
If no wheat is planted it is certain no 
wheat will grow. If you plant poor 
and im proper seed, you may, the same 
day, write down in your diary ihat ihe 
crop will be of the same kind. But if 
you sow proper seed and do itin a 
proper way you are almost safe in pro- 
phesying that the results will be satis- 
factory. Croakers.to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 

It might be interesting to look back 
over the last five seasons in regard to 
the wheat crop. The wriver visited 
Edmonton for the first time in the fall 
of 1891, and drove through the settle- 
ments at Stony Plain, Sturgeon, Horse 
Hills, Fort Saskatchewan and Clover 
Bar, all of which had. raised a heavy 
crop of wheat, but not of good variety 
and considerably smutted, but none 
frosted. In the summer of ’92 we 
moved to Edmonton and the following 
spring, in March, started to make flour 
in the roller mill in South Edmonton. 
There was not a large quantity of wheat 
raised that year as the acreage sown 
was small, but farmers were unanimous 
in saying the yield per acre was good. 
A portion of this crop was frosted, 
which was more the result of late sow- 
ing than any thing else. This crop was 
very smutty, as bluestone had not been 
used at all up to this time. In the 
following year 93 the yield was good 
and little or no damage by frost, but 
the old trouble, smut and improper 
variety, depreciated the value very 
much. The following year ’94, pro- 
duced a heavy crop of wheat, which 
was not in the least damaged by frost

have taken in this season at the mill 
more good, hard, bright and unfrosted 
whest which would grade nearer to 
Manitoba one hard than we have done 
in one season previously. Thie wheat 
was of the red fife variety, and was 
none of the old truck which hes been a 
disappointment to the farmer, and will 
be so long ashe continues to waste 
time with it. To sum up the situation, 
it would seem that wheat will grow 
here and will give a good yield per 
acre; that during the last five years, 
two at least ripened wheat without any 
damage whatever from frost. Two 
seasons a-portion of wheat was damag- 
ed, but a great deal of this was caused 
by late planting and not through any

CREAMERY MEETING.

A LAST EXPLANATION. 


To the Editor of the BuLetin: 

Str—Mr. Campbell’s letter in your last 
issue stamps him as a man whose opinion of 
himself overshadows all consideration for 
others. My former reference to Mr. Camp- 
bell should have been taken by him asa 
compliment to his integrity and not 2 
“reflection” necessary to be “refuted.” 

With the creamery books I received 
accounts sales of two shipments of butter. 
The other shipment which has been the 
cause ot these *‘explaiations” was sold out- 
right and not shipped on consignment. In 
posting this sale a date was placed against 
it which was nineteen days before it was 
sold ana fifteen days before the butter was 
all made. I do not claim to be infallible 
and these dates are certainly zonfusing. I 
was instructed to enter and post up the 
bo ks. The title auditor is somewhat cf a 
misnomer. It is to be regretted that these 
explanations will not put msney into the 
pockets of the unfortunate shareholders. 
There was no cash book kept, but this of 
course was not abgolutely necessary, though 
it would have simplified the bookkeeping. 
It requires a stretch of the imagination to 
call the book kept at the creamery a ‘‘sales 
book.” Neither of the three shipments of 
butter are entered in it, and Mr. Campbell 
is at fault when ne claims that all butter 
made was entered in that book, as hardly 
half of it was entered. The buttermilk 
recorded as made and sold certainly agrees 
to a pound, which is of course a correct 
check. No ledger accounts were opened for 
the people to whom the butter was shipped, 
nor were there any accounts in the ledger 
for the creditors of the company. he 
liabilities had to be arrived at from a bundle 
of bilis. 

Mr. Campbell claims that an “apology ” 
was promised him. I don’t care to indulge 
in the exercise of saying ‘‘you’re another,” 
but I did not understand an “apology ” was 
to be given Mr. Campbell or anyone else. 
He was to go into the figures again with me 
and he called and went into them himself 
and made certain memoranda which he took, 
saying that was all he wanted. As he 
seems to think an apology due to him I 
trust he will consider this sufficiently abject, 
and only wish to add that as his letter is 
calcuiated to reduce me to the primeval 
diet of bread and water a considerable re- 
duction of the flour stocks in Edmonton 
may now be reasonably expected,
